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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it fails to distinguish the claimed invention from 
the cited prior art. First of all, it is apprecited that applicant elaborated on the description of the present invention regarding Fig.3 and on 
the prior art. However, the explanation that a single signal activates one of a plurality taps such that multiple of fixed delays are inserted In 
the delay path does not appear consistent with the structure in Fig.3. Applicant described that if the first tap is selected the input signal 
delayed by all 32 taps. But the Figure shos that not only the first tap but also all the remaining taps must be activated in order to allow the 
input signal to pass through all the taps. The prior art shows the same configuration in that when all the taps (21 ,22,23) must be activiated 
to delay the input signal through all the delays. When the tap (23) is activated, the input signal is delayed by virture of having to traverse 
only the tap (23) yielding a minimu, delay.
